ing to the prison were blocked up. In 
due time, the prisoners made their ap- 
pearance, clad in the habiliments of 
the grave, when they were placed in a 
carriage and the multitude followed | 
them to the ‘‘valley of death.” As the | 
carriage passed along, Miner, like a 
man who is making a public entry, sa- 
luted the populace, whilst Brown, who | 
preserved a sullen silence, took no note | 
of time, or things, or circumstance, or) 
place, and patiently awaited the mo- 
ment of execution.

MclLeax.—Moch speculation is at 
present afloat, and various erroneous 
impressions, we percetve, have of late 
gone abroad, respecting the opinions of 
Judge MeLean on the subject of the 
Bank of the United States. We have 
endeavored to collect the best informa- 
tion in this respect, and will endeavor 
to present a brief synopsis of what we 
understand are his views on the subject, 
He is not in favor of the renewal of the 
charter of the present Institution, as 
now constituted. But he ts in favor of 
a National Bank prudently restricted, 
—which he deems necessary, among 
other reasons, for the better equaliza- 
tion of our currency, apd for the pur- 
poses of our Government. His plan of 
a National Bank, so faras we have 
heard it developed, is this: A Nation- 
al Bank, say, with a capital of fort 
millions of dollars; the principal Bank 
to be located within the District of 
Columbia; the Bank to be debarred the 
privilege of estabhshing branches in’ 
any of the States without the consent 
of their respective Legislatures; the 
banking capital to be taxed by the States 
wherever located, and a bonus to be 
paid on the s: me principles as may re- 
gulate their local Institutions; and fur- 
ther, the Bank to be restricted from 
holding réal estate other than banking 
houses, and what may be required for 
the conducting of its business. Such 
we believe is a correct, though brief 
outline of the principal features of 
Judge MecLean’s views on this ‘impor- 
tant*national question; and so far as we 
have heard them discussed, they have:

Destructive Fire at Dedham.—At2 
o’clock Tuesday morning, the new sta- 
ble at Dedham, belonging to Mr Gay, 
was built upon the spot of the old one 
which was destroyed in Oct. 1832, was 
discoverad to be om fire, and at 4 
o’clock was a heap of ruins.
